The cohunn of 
troops commanded by Colonel Luis 
Melina, the forces of the civil guard, 
and a battalion of the Maria Cristina 
regiment had an enga/rement with tlie 
insxvrgeiit bands of I^jicret Nunez and 
Penjuito Perez. Tho action was fiiuce- 
ly contested and lasted from 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon nntil ,iuto the night. 
Official reports state that under oover of 
the darkness the insnrgonts fled. Thurs- 
day it was found that they had left 
upon ttM field 80 killed and a large 
number of wounded. The report states 
that the troops lost on their sido one 
officer and seven soldiers killed and a 
number wounded.

Kbw 7ork, Not. 8.— Six members of 
one ftunily perished by flre in their 
home on the top fl<K)r of the 4-story ten- 
pment house at 811 Van Brunt street, 
Brooklyn, at 1 a. lu. yesterday. 

The names of the dead are: 

Charles Ryan, his wife Ellen, and 
their daughters, Johanna, 90 years old; 
SartHi, 17; Maggie, 14, and Linie, 12. 

The fire started from a gss jiptina 
hall on the pround flmjr. 

It burned out Finne^Mii's saloon on 
the prouad floor and roused Mariraret 
Weleii and her four ( hihb-en on tie- sec- 
ond floor. The stair\v;iy beiiipoii (ire, 
they went to tlie %viiido\s>. fium wliidi 
they were le.'^cued by policemen. Tho 
fire (juickly ;.'ot to the tulxd flOOT, which 
was niKK'ciipied. 

After the thimes had been extin- 
guished a search of the building was 
made, and on the top fi(H)r were found 
the iie;id 1 oilies of the Kyans.

The en- 
gineer of The Frei' Press building states 
that he had ineviously warned Thonip-

having any a.ssistant to watch them. 
Some occupants of the building give 
similar testimony Thompson insists 
that he saw both Unlers 10 minutes be- 
fore the 1 .xplosion and that they con- 
tained plenty of water and •').") pounds 
pre-s-inrt' of stenni 

The portion of the builfling still stand- 
ing was oHicially examined and found 
to be out of plumb, wrenched by the 
shock ;uid otherwi.^ie defecttve. It wUl 
doubtless be condemned.

Irl K. Hicks, the distinpuislied 
phiiu'taiian and fJtudeiil of the stars, was 
iwake w ben tbe recent earthoiiake shock 
came, and in five seconds ha<l his watt 
n his liand ol)servini.' tiie timean<i dura 
tion. "I live at Wells .'^lation," said .Mr, 
Hicks, "and at the lirst tremor I was out 
of be<l in a second, and saw by my watch 
that it was exactly bM). I think the 
tremors lasted from tlirpe-ff«irtb« to 
whole minute. The viijrations were very 
marked and distinctive, I have in mv 
hall a hugh base burner, almost as tall 
as myt^elf. I could see that stove vibrate 
back and forth as Kently as the pendulum 
of a clock. To that ease and regularity 
of motion I attribute oar immunity from 
damage. The shocks were certainly 
severe enough, had they not taken on a 
vibratory motion, to have twiated bnild- 
inga from their,f6nndationa." 

"To what do yoo attribute this vibra 
tion?" tbe reporter aaked. 

"Oh, tbe causes are several. This is 
the season when we are to look lor 
mighty disturbances, both in the heavens 
and on the earth. We are passing' 
thronsh what mav be called the Jupiter 
period. Jupiter has been i)prturbed for 
iiore than a year. Duriinr his i)eriod of 
disturbance we may look ftir all kinds of 
extremes of conditions. I b(>lieve that 
tlie abnormal electrical condition'^ of th 
atmos^diere durin>; tbe Jupiter jieriod 
precipitates the rain into enormous 
cloudbursts and destructive downpours 
in some rejiions, and thus di-priviiiK tlu 
atmos|)liere of its aijueous evaporations 
whirli should have iioriiially bfi'n dis 
triljuted over tbe land generally, Hoods 
result in some sections, while coiisuminfi, 
drouth prevails in others. Abnormal 
local rains, with K'eat and (general lack 
of moisture, seems to us a certain cbarac 
teristic of the Jupiter <listurbance. We 
have had both these conditions this year 
The earlier mouths were characterized 
by enormous downpours in many sec- 
tions. You remember those great and 
unaccustomed rains of last summer in 
Kansas, Missouri and other States. The 
later months, as you know, have been 
characterized by extreme drouth. We 
all know how parched the earth ia; we 
have had no rain in this region for 
months. This is part of the weot of 
Jupiter's disturbance, aa la alao great 
solar pertorbations and aelamic ahocks, 
like that of thia morning. Watch the 
aOD now through a telescope and you 
will aee how disfiKured his face. Accord- 
ing to oar theory such a vast world as 
Jupiter moving forward with its great 
satellitious host, and rotating its ponder- 
ous balk at such amazing speed, must in 
the nature of things produce great and 
prolonged agitations in the sun and upon 
all other bodies that fall within the reach 
of his enuinoctial wrath. 

"As for the earthquake of to-dav, I 
predicted such jibenomena iis earlv ao 
last Auifust. Let me read from that pre- 
diction. 1 will say that was al)out tlie 
begiuuiu^' of tlie present drouth. I said : 
'If no electric storms arise to check the 
heat and readjust the maj;netic and elec- 
trical ine(iualilie8 between the eartli 
ami air, seiHinii; tremors aud luiavier 
shocks will lie felt in many places.' 
Then we have it. There have been no 
electrical storms to readjust the inequali- 
ties between the earth and atmospnere,
